The 
Partners employed ſeveral Perſons of Skill and Judgment to view the 
Mines ; all of them reported that the Mines were extraordinary Rich, 
and wanted nothing but Men and Money to make them Anſwer their ut- 
mo{t Expectation, | 

Thereupon Conſultations were held about railing a Quick Stock ; but 
upon Examination of their Deeds and Writings , there appear'd ſome 
Defects. And among(t ſeveral others, 

Firit, To enable them to employ a large Stock, they wanted farther 
Liberties to be granted to them. 

Secondly, They wanted their Terme to be renewed. 

Thirdly, They wanted a beiter Conſtitution. 

For Sir Carbery Pryſe , and after him Mr. Edward Pryſe, having a 
Majority of Votes in themſelves, had an Abſolute and Arbitrary Power 
over the Mines and Stock of all the Partners, whereupon they declined 
the raiſing.of a Stock till thoſe and other Matters could be redreſſed. 

But inſtead of an Accommodation, the Treaties produced greater 
Ditierences, till at laſt the Scene was changed ; and Sir H. M. ha- 
ving purchaſed for himſelf and Friends the Intereſt and Shares of 
Sir Carbery Pryſe and Mr. Edward Pryſe, tho' he bought the ſame for a 
valuable Confideration, yet he freely oftered tothe Partners all,and more 
then ever was deſired by them, provided they would comply with ſuch 
reaſonable Things as ſhould be propoſed tor the Common Good. 

Whereupon the Partners,at a General Meeting, were pleaſed to refer all 44 th! Rez- 
Differences to his Conlideration : And the ſaid Sir H.M. upon Examina- — 
tion, meeting with greater Diflicullies then he imagined ; and finding # popoe this 
Macters very intricate, and that it was impra&icable to compoſe their *2***: 
Difterences, or to raife a Stock in any ordinary and uſual way, and ha- 
ving ſeveral times declared the ſame at the General Meetings of the Part-

And for what For ſome of them wanted ready Money to comply with the firſt : O- 
Rear thers (complaining that the number of Partners and Shares was too great 
already) did not approve of the Second. 

And it was agreed by moſt, that the third way was of ſuch a Nature 
as by Mortgaging and Incumbring the Mines(and conſequently drawing 
the Partners into long Accounts in Chancery,and by engaging them to ad- 
mit of a Management by particular and private Perſons, whoſe Intereſt 
would be diſtin&t from the Common Good of the Partners) would put 
them in as bad a Condition as they were before.
